GREEDY EYES OF

Trial of Directors Sheds Light 
on Attempts ‘ec Control 
Industries 


MILAN, Italy, April 30,—A charac- 
teristic proof of the German attempt 
to obtain control of Italian industries 
fn general and of those necessary to 
Ttalian public life in particular, in or- 
der to use them at the critical mo- 
ments, has been furnished by the trial 
in Genoa of directors and_ certain 
employees of the Genoa Electricai 
Works, The four principal directors, 
who are genuine Germans, decamped 
before the Itallan intervention in the 
war, but the other administrative and 
technical directors remained at the 
head of the firm, and their continued 
relations with the exiled Germans 
were such as to lead to their being 
held in suspicion, 

The leader of the exiled directors, 
Koningsheim, was in constant commu- 
nication with Prince Bulow on the 
eve of the Italian intervention, 
important witness, General Stampac- 
chia, stated that Koningshelm carried 
in his pocket a decree naming him 
governor of Genoa, in case of a Ger- 
man invasion of northern Italy, One 
employee, an electrical engineer, 1s 
accused of trying to impede the nor- 
mal delivery of electrical energy to 
the munition works, It was also made 
clear during the trial that an attempt 


was made to link up two. electric 
plants across the Swiss frontier in 
order to obtain sufficient power to 


damage various factories engaged in 
war industry. 

Another emplcyee was Fraulein Lie- 
benthals, a typical German espionage 
agent, She became secretary to the 
company, and married during the war 
un Italian nayal lieutenant at the in- 
stance of Koningsheim in order to ob- 
tain easy access to interesting infor- 
mation in regard to Italian national 
defence. This lady also obtained in- 
formation and important photographs 
by other means, and manifested 
extraordinary activity. Another young 
woman of Swiss origin was in corre- 
spondence with soldiers and officers 
at the front. The evidence left no 
doubt as to the criminal aims of the 
firm,

The minister's preliminary financial 
‘review emphasizes the necessity of in- 
creased taxation to meet the growing 
war burden, Expenditures of all 
kinds for the year, he said, would re- 
quire $980,000,000, while the sum 
available from rovenue, Victory loan 
and other sources, would total $700,- 
0¢60,000, leaving a balance of $280,- 
000,000 to be provided from loans in 
Canada and elsewhere. This sum, he 
explained, was not inclusive of rail- 
way commitments. In this connec- 
tion, he announced that the govern- 
ment proposed to issue and sell equip- 
ment securities to cover the cost of 
the purchase of railway equipment.) 
For the fiscal year, which closed on 
March 25, he stated that, apart from 
the war, the expenditure had been 
203,000,000 and the revenue $258,- 
000,000, leaving the government a fa- 
vorable balance of about $55,000,000 
|to apply to war expenditures. 

Impicments Not Free-Listed 

A. KR. McMaster, the new opposition} 
financial critic, in the course of his 
speech, regretted the absence of an 
announcement of the removal of the 
duty from agricultural implements. 
When the need for food was so great, 
he sald, the government should have 
adopted this very simple method of 
encouraging the farmers. The gov- 
ernment, he said, had admitted the 
principle of free farm implements by 
removing the duty from farm tractors 
selling at $1,400 and less. He said 
the present fiscal! policy of Canada 
coul@ not be pursued because it was 
opposed to the policy which the Uni- 
ted States would have to adopt after 
the war, 

Dealing with the financial situation, 
Mr. MacLean said that for the fiscal 
year ending March 31 the revenue will 
|reach, when all accounts are closed, 
$258,000,000, exceeding the revenue 
of the preceding year by $26,000,000, 
‘and that of the first year of the war 
by $125,000,000. Customs will yield 
$146,000,000 and excise $27,006,000, 
while other taxations will bring in 
$25,000,000. 

Business Profits Tax 

Of this latter amount the business 
profits war tax yields $21,271,283; 
banks, $836,724; insurance companies, 
| $385,127; trust and loan companies, 
| $267,917; inland revenue from rail- 
ways, steamships, telegraph and cable 
| companies, stamps, etc., $2,229,922; a 
grand total of almost $2*,000,000. 
| Ordinary expenditure tor the fiscal 
year 1917-18, Mr. MacLean estimated 
at $173,000,000 inclusive of $45,000,- 
000 altogether. Prior to the war the 
outlay on interest was but $12,000,000 
and the expenditure for pensions had 
not yet begun. The ordinary expend@i- 
ture also included the sums of $25,- 
000,000 and $7,500,000 voted on ac- 
count of the C.N.R. and G,.T.P. rail- 
ways, 

For capital outlays an expenditure 
of $30,000,000 is estimated, making} 
the outlay of Canada for all purposes 
apart from the war during the past! 
fiscal year $203,000,000. 

With a revenue of $258,000,000, the 
government had a favorable balance 
or surplus of about $55,000,000 to 
apply to war expenditures, 

Coming to the present fiscal year, 
Mr. McLean said that apart from in- 
creased interest caused by war bor-! 
rowing and the amount required for 
pensions, substantial reductions have 
been made in the estimates of prac- 
tically all the services,

OTTAWA, April 30.—Hon. Gen. 
| Mewburn in the house this afternoon 
; explained the course adopted under 
the orders-in-counci! recently passed 
amending the Military Service act. 
District registrars, he said, had been 
notified to call up men unmarried be- 
| tween 20 and 22 years of age, inclu- 
| sive. The instructions were that men 
from urban centres should be called 
first so that the men on the farms 
might have an opportunity to con- 
clude their seeding operations. Up to 
April 29 some 39,208 men had report- 
; ed for service under the Military Ser- 
| vice act. From these must be deduct- 
ed 2,063 who had gone to the Royal 
Flying corps, There were 7,016 men 
in Class 1 who had failed to report 
and who were not apprehended. They 
were deserters and every means was 
being taken to secure them, 
Only One Ground Recognized 

Under the recent order-in-council, 
only one ground of exemption was 
recognized. That was the case of a 
man who had relatives deceased or 
disabled at the front, In the case of 
an only remaining son with brothers 
at the front, he could be given leave 
of absence. Men in medical categories 
lower than category “A were not 
being called up for the present. In 
the cancellation of exemptions it was 
hoped to secure 35,00 men on a con- 
servative estimate. 

Gen, Mewburn paid a tribute to the 
young men in McGill, Laval, and 8t. 
Mary's colleges, Quebec, who, he said, 


were enlisting in much larger num- 
bers than in the past. ‘The quotas 
from McGill and Laval universities 


for the tank battalion, he said, were 
complete. A splendid spirit was be- 
ing displayed by the young men of 
these colleges, and the minister inti- 
mated that men throughout the prov- 
ince of Quebec were coming forward 
in increasing tumbers to join the

MUNITION SHIP 
WAS DESTROYED 
BY CLOCK BOMB 


The Florence H. Loaded With) 
Explosives Wrecked by Device 
Hidden in Bunker

WITH THE AMERICAN NAVY IN 
FRENCH WATERS, April 30,-—The 
cause of the explosion by which the 
American munition ship Florence H. 
was blown up April 17 when at an- 
chor in a bay touched often by Arer- 
ican convoys is not known, but many 
suspect that a clock bomb was con- 
cealed in No. 3 bunker. The Florence} 
| TY. was loaded with high explosives. | 
In the disaster forty-one of the crew 
were killed, seventy-five were wound- 
ed and fourteen severely burned. 
| A correspondent talked with several 
of the shivering half-naked survivors 
Just after they had landed from a res- 
cuing American destroyer. It was a 
pathetic yet glorious story of a night 
of terror on a sinking ship, a treach- 
erous explosion, volcanic flames over 
the bay, men tossed like burning cin- 
ders, and of destroyers speeding 
through the exploding powder cases 
to pick up survivors freezing in the} 
water while their shipmates were 
burning to a crisp near by. 

On the wharf a sailor, dressed in his 
underwear and wrapped in a blanket, 
said: 

“At ten o'clock in the evening I was 
aft when I heard a sound as tf the en-| 
tire ship were crumbling, I ran on 
deck and saw flames shooting out of 
the forward hold. The flames spread 
like the wind. Another explosion fol- 
lowed and the entire ship was in 
flames. I sprang overboard and hit 
boxes of powder. 

“The ship seemed to become an ac- 
tive volcano, spouting flames several 
hundred feet high, and powder boxes} 
rained all arout.d, even exploding on 
the water. One box hit near the ship 
carpenter and exploded, blowing the 
man to atoms.

U. 8. Bolster Takes Action!

The tale of the white heifer with the 
turned-in horns and the aversion to 
herd friendship, was unfolded before 


Mr. Justice Scott and a jury in 
supreme court Tuesday morning. Dis- 
cussion concerning this animal occu- 
pied the greater part of the attention 
of counsel and court in the case of 
Ulysses 8. Bolster versus Robert Cle- 
land, 

Bolster is suing Cleland for the 
possession of four heifers and $1,700 
damages, tho latter as compensation 
for alleged malicious prosecution 
Bolster was recently haled before a 
magistrate on a charge of stealing four 
heifers on the complaint of Cleland, 
but the charge was dismissed. Bolster 
claims that his reputation suffered 
severely as a result. 

According to the evidence the whole 
trouble arose when the herds of the 
two litigants became mixed on their 
farms six miles from the city. One 
of the four heifers, tt was declared, 
could be identified for a certainty be- 
cause her horns turned in, was pure 
white and never cared to mix with the 
other stock, always grazing by her- 
self at a distance and going still fur- 
ther when overtures of friendship 
were made,

That the Standard Oil Co. is taking 
an active interest in the development 
of the oil fields of Northern Alberta 
Was the information given by Dr. J. 
K. McLennan, vice president of the

The Imperial Oil Co. as the Cana- 
dian subsidiary company is known, 
has staked something like ten square 
miles of land on the Alberta and Great 
Waterways line, near Fort McMurray. 
Active development is contemplated. 


Last week some eight car loads of 
machinery Were sent up over this} 
pioneer line for this company. The 
number of test wells that will be) 
drilled is not known, 

Dr. McLennan has just returned 


from Peace River wnere most encour- 
aging reports have been received from 
the second wel) of the Peace River Oil 
generally kgown as the “McAr- 
thur Well.” This Peace River field ts 
separate and distinct from the Fort 
McMurray field where the Standard 
Oli Co. and a big California outfit ara 
interested. 

Dr. McLennan says that everybody 
in Peace River is enthusiastic about 
oil. Every available cent of loose 
change in the town has been invested 
in oil leases, 

“The field will be given a real tes‘ 
this year,"’ sajd the doctor, ‘In addi- 
tion to the McArthur well, there are 
several other outfits. on the ground. 
There 1s oll there, and no one doubts 
it, but whether this is the exact spot 
where the big field is located will not 
be known unti! the test made this 
summer is completed,” 

“The McArthur well is a producer. 
Just how much per day it is hard to 
6ay.

A draft of Calgary returned men 
reaching the southern city this week 
are to be sent here as every hospital 
bed in Calgary is in use at the present 
time. Lieut. Col. McGuffin, A.D., M.S., 
is now concerned wit hthe probleg 
of how to handle men on the way back 
that are in need of further hospital 
treatment, 

It was not thought that the hospita! 
in this city would be necessary, but 
owing to the fact that no settlement 
has been decided upon in connection 
with the renting of the Banff Sana- 
torium (Chateau Hotel”), this will 
have to be done, However, it is hoped 
that within a short time some decision 
may be reached as to the Banff hos- 
pital, which is ideal in every way. 
Military doctors are very anxious that 
this site should be decided on, as the 
mountain air and the sulphur water 
will be the best possible help for the 
recovery of the invalided soldiers. 

At the present time there is ever 
no hospital to which the officers may 
go. When they are returned, till from 
overseas, they are given subsistence 
and treated at their homes. In this 
way they are not under military dis- 
cipline and sometimes there ts neg- 
lect or carelessness, which causes de- 
llay in their recovery.

Provincial Registrar of Man Power 
In City Plans for Work in June 


C. W. Smith, of Medicine Hat, Outlines Plans For Work to 
be Carried on — Election Machinery of Last Federal 
Contest Will be Largely Used For Getting in Returns. 


C. W. Smith, Medicine Hat, newly 
appointed sup rintendent for the re- 
eistration of man power in Alberta, is 
in the city making arrangements for 
the work which is to be carried on 
this summer. 

Speaking to The Bulletin, Mr. Smith 
outlined the plan that is to be adopted 
whereby every man and woman in the 
Province abovo the age of sixteen years 
muet answer questions which are to 
be submitted by the government on 
a specified date 

To Use Election Machinery, 

The plan of operation in taking the 
registration will be similar to that 
of a Dominion election, and consider- 
able -f the last Dominion election 
machinery will be used. Each federal 
constituency will be in charge of a 
registrar, as a constituency is in chango 
of a returning officer, and each regis- 
tration booth will be in charge of a de- 
Puty registrar and assistants, whom 
will be under the instruction of the 
registrar, as the deputy returning of- 
ficer is under the returning officer 
during an election 

It is desired to have the returning 
officers of the last election who were 
satisfactory, act as registrars on this 
occasion, as these officers are familiar 
with the boundaries of the oonetitu- 
encies and likewise of the polling dis- 
tricts, It te further desired to secure 
all the schoo! houses as registration 
booths, also the services of the school

Heavy Penalties, 


Any person cver sixteen years of 
age failing to register, and without a 
reasonable excuse, will expose himevelf 
to serious penalty, and disfranchise- 
ment. He may be fined and imprison- 
ed. He will be disentitled to receive 
any wages or salary, or to obtain board 
or lodging at any hotel, restaurant or 
boarding houss, or to purchase a rall- 
road or steamboat ticket, and an em- 
ployer knowing him to be unregister- 
ed who pays him any salary or wages 
will thereby expose himself to the 
same penalties, Any person knowing 
him to be unregistered who gives him 
board or lodging or sells him trans- 
portation, or any conductor, captain, 
purser, or other officer, who knowing 
him to be unregistered, permits hig 
to proceed on ary journey, will there- 
by render himee/f liable to heavy pen- 
alties, 

Any person unable to register 
through sickness or travel, or for 
other reasons, will register as soon as 
possible at his nearest post office. Any 
Person not complying with this rule 
exposes himself to a penalty of $10 
per day for the days he remains un- 
registered. The government will seek 
the assistance of the various ladies’ 
organizations, boy scoute, etc., to as- 
sist In the different registration booths 
on the day to be named, filling in the 
questioneer cards for olderty regia- 
trants and those who are unable to 
read and write English.

inces and municipalities to these ap- 
proved by the minister of finance, The 
matter has already been debated in 
the commons this session when the 
position of the government was ex- 
plained and emphasized by Hon, A. K, 
Maclean and Sir Robert Borden. The 
correspondence tabled today reveals 
more in detail the attitude of the 
various provinces than has hitherto 
been explained. 

Premier Stewart 

Premier Stewart of Alberta, writing 
to the minister of finance on January 
17 last, declared that while it was not 
the policy of the Albérta government 
to embarrass the Dominion govern- 
ment in connection with any proper 
measure for the utilization of the 
nation’s resources for war purposes, 
Alberta would not willingly submit to 
the encroachment by the Dominion 
government upon the constitutional 
rights of the province. 

Premier Stewart went on to say 
that while Alberta was always willing 
to co-operate with the Dominion in 
connection with war activities it was 
felt that this question could have been 
satisfactorily settled by conference 
and arrangement, “more especially in 
view of the statement of the minister 
of finance that the order was drafted 
and passed upon in July, 1917, and up 
to the time of notification of the

London, April 30 — (Via Reuter'’s 
Ottawa Agency)—The correspondents 
agree that the enemy has suffered 
nothing less than a disastrous defeat in 
the first phase of the battle consequent 
on their failure-to capture the line of 
hills held by the Allies, which en- 
danger their /posséssion of - Mount 
Kemmel. They have probably useti 
thirteen divisions from the east of 
Ypres southward on the line of battle, 
with two more northward, and the 
violence of the gunfire was never 
greater of more unceasing at any 
period of the war.

smashed by our artillery and infantry 
fire. The Germans had already suffer- 
ed heavily on Sunday, when their 
concentrations of troops were caught 
and shattered by gunfire. 

Their waves yesterday were mowed 
down and the British wings and 
French centre neither bent nor broke

“Apart from the constitutionality,” 
he said, “the minister of finance is 
satisfied that without such a measure 
it would not in the prevailing financial 
condition, be possible for the provinces 
to make thelr securities to the extent 
necessary.” He added that the min- 
ister of finance had found it advisable 
to make advances to certain provinces 
whose financial requirements could 
not have been met from the Canadian 
market. The protest of Sir Lomer 
Gouin, premier of Quebec, which has 
already been made public, was re- 
ceived by the government on Decem- 
ber 31. It asserted that the order-in- 
council was beyond the scope of Fed- 
eral jurisdiction. 
Sir Thomas White 
Sir Thomas White, in replying to 
Sir Lomer Gouin, satd: “If this conten- 
tion should prevail, it would, in my 
view, go far to cut down the jurisdic-| 
tion of the Dominion in the matter of 
national defense.”

" EVER in all seiost has there 
been such an assemblage of the 
manhood of the world as that 

met on the plains of France today. Was 

there ever such an opportunity for a 

creative, healing work for the bodies, 

minds and souls of men? Into such a 

field the Y.M.C.A. has been privileged 

to enter,” writes Francis B. Sayre, in

The Y.M.C.A. at Work 
Y.M.C.A. service for soldiers extends 


from Vancouver to the firing line, and then 
back again to the pest in hospital until 
the men are discharged.

Red Triangle Fund Drive in 
Edmonton Will Begin on 
May 7th 


“This is Rev. Capt. John 
story: 

“Sye, hif it weren't for the blood) 
blokes in these ‘ere ‘uts, there'd be # 


‘elluva time in tnis ere harmy,” was 
the way one English soldier expressed 
his opinion of the Red Triangie work 
of the Y.M.C,A., as he stepped out into 
the mud after attending a concert one 
night in France, according to Key 
Captain John MeNeill, the pastor 
of Walmer road Baptist church in To- 
ronto, and for the last 18 months a 
Red Triangle worker in France, 

| After paying # tribute to Cuptain 
| Robert Pearson and Captain George 
| Paton, two Alberta men doing splen- 
did work at the front, he told of the 
splendid work of the Red Cross in 
| sending comforts to the men and car- 
| ine for the wounded. Hb told of the 
| coucage ana devotion of the chaplains, 
some of whom have gone “over the 
top” with the boys, and who, with 
the perseverance of detectives, endea- 
vor to secure information for relatives 
at home, of the boys. 

One incident related by Captain Mc- 
Neill, which occurred just before his 
departure for Canada, was both hum- 
orous.and earnest, In addressing a 
meeting of men, he asked them if they 
had any message for him to dake 
home, They wanted everything from 
parcels to reinforcements, and one 
fellow suggested, “something good for

the lice!’ which proved, said Captain 
McNeill, that one fellow was very 
much alive. But the answers soon 


took a serious turn, and the final mes- 
S4ge was, ‘Stand by ys and we will 
see it througn; be good to our wo- 
men back home,” 

“The men who have the spirit and 
courage of those men,” said he, “are 
men who have a right to be listened 
to. There is no loftier record of the 
spirit of the race in history. War ts 
not glorious, butour men are glorious 
in war.” 

Continuing, Captain MeNelll said 
that the work of the Y¥.M.C.A. begins 
in England, 76 centres being located 
in the camps, 36 in the forestry camper, 
16 in convalescent hospitals, and the 
others in the training camps. The 
work in England is most important, 
because it is in the training camps 
that the men form friendships and re- 


ceive impressions that remain with 
them through the coming hours of 
trial, 


The British army has entrusted to 
Canadians the construction of all 
light railways, and most of the stan- 
dard gauge railways, and almost all 
the forestry work is done by Cana- 
dians, and in all these activities the 
Y.M.C,A, is with the men. 

But its most important work at the 
front is in the forward areas, beyond 
the concentration points. Here there 
are 23 places operating in dugouts and 
cellars, These ure never closed, and 
no matter what part of the service 
may have to go by the boards tempor- 
arily, these forward services are kept 
up, 24 hours a day, and the hot drinks, 
biscuits, chocolate and comforts fur- 
nished the men by these centres are 
free of charge; thanks to the gener- 
osty of the Caiiudian people, = 

Previous to big attacks, the war 
department notifies the association of 
the positions to be attacked, and posi- 
tions are taken up near dressing sta- 
tions, so that the men may be taken 
care of as they come to the dressing 
stations. In the memorable attack of 
the 15th, 16th and 17th of last Aug- 
ust, when Hill 70 was captured, Cap- 
tain McNeill and Captain Dickson ar- 
ranged their supplies the night be- 
fore and waited for the morning. Half 


an hour after the attack began, the 
stream of wounded commenced to 
pour in, 

One huge Highlander reached the 


dugout with of his uniform 
left but hig kilt, the remainder of his 
raiment decorated a section of barbed 
wire, but he was wildly hilarious be- 
| cause “the 16th had got its objective.” 
In all, last year the’ Y.M.C.A. gave 
away $86,000 worth of free drinks and 


other comforts, but the moral and 
spiritual value of this work was in 
estimable, 


Captain McNelll laid particular em- 
phasis upon the necessity of enter- 
tainment for the men. Seventy thou- 
sand dollars was expended on athletic 
programs in England and France 
alone, equipment being given to any 
man in the Canadian area free of 
charge for any sport, 

The sum of $55,000 was expended 
last year on concerts. A special hut 
is maintained in charge of Lieut. 
Frank Armitage, who is called “min- 
ister of musicians,” as a training point 
for groups of men to go out among 
the various sections giving entertain- 
ments. 

A special feature of this work is the 
entertaining of battalions upon the 
night that they come down from the 
fine ite Tut being given over to them 
entirely for the evening, as they ox- 
hisit signs of mental fatigue, and this 
has been found a very valuable means 
of inducing a normal condition, 

Captain McNeill related one inci- 
dent of a battalion of kilties which 
came doyn from the line and was to 
be entertained. Somehow the perfor- 
mance was late in starting, and a 
member of another battalion siddled 
into the hut, spoke to the pianist, and 
mounting the stage, sang in a pro- 

| nounced cockney accent a current par- 
| ody on the Scots’ old war song, as fol- 
lows: 

“Scots wha hae on porridge fed; 

Scots wha's hair is awfu' red; 

Scots wha suffer wi’ swelled heads, 

Gang and wash yer knees.” 
The perpetrator of this classic was al- 
most a stretcher case after his irate 
audience had finished with him. 

The big Red Triangle drive starts 
May 7 for a run of three days.

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Muszsling the Public Press. i, 
The new ukase forbidding criti- 
cism of the government provides 
that: 

3. If the Governor-in-council 
upon the report of the Secretary of 
State of Canada so directs, all cop- 
ies of any publication which has 
been in his judgment, printed, is- 
sued, circulated or published in con- 
travention hereof, shall be seized 
and destroyed by any person auth- 
orized so to do by the Secretary of 
State, and the presses, plant, ma- 
chinery and material used or to be 
used in the printing, publication or 
circulation of any such publication 
containing matter in the judgment 
of the Secretary of State of Canada, 
printed or published in contraven- 
tion hereof, shall be seized and the 
premises where the same are print- 
ed or published may be closed indef- 


initely or for such period as the 
Secretary of State of Canada may 


direct. 

4, For the purpose of carrying 
the above provision into effect the | 
Secretary of State of Canada may 
issue his warrant to any such person 
under his hand and seal of office, 
directing any such publication to 
be seized or destroyed, and any 
such presses, plant, machinery afd 
material to be seized and the prem- 
ises wherein the same are printed 


or published to be closed. 

5. Any person so authorized as | 
hereinbefore provided, may require 
the assistance of such persons and 
make use of such force as he may 


deem necessary for the execution of 
such warrant. 


Newspapers are hereafter, it is | 
apparent, to be published at the | 
pleasure of the Secretary of State: 
Should one of them contain mat- 
ter which in his opinion ‘‘ques- 
tions’? the wisdom or efficiency 
of the government in relation to} 
war measures, or which he sees | 
fit to declare ‘‘tends to weaken or 
‘tin any way detract from the 
‘united effort of the people of 
‘‘Canada in the prosecution of the 
‘‘war,’’ the minister is empower- 
ed to seize and destroy copies of 
the offending publication, seize the 
presses, plant and machinery by 
which it was produced, and close 
the premises until the end of the 
war. To effect this summary sup- 
pression of the publication the 
ininister is further authorized to 
appoint any person he pleases to 
mnake the seizure, which person is 
empowered to call in what help he 
may think he requires and use 
‘*such force as he may deem nec- 
essary,’’ to the extent, apparent- 
ly, of beating up the publisher, 
smashing the plant and machin- 
ery, and wrecking the premises, It 
is not likely that the Kaiser or the 
Sultan ever issued so sweeping an 
assertion of his divine right to 
smother publie opinion, 

Aside from power to summarily 
order the offending publisher to 
prison or the rack it is not easy to 
see in what direction the edict 
could be improved upon as an in- 
strument for the establishment of 
absolute and irresponsible autoc- 
racy. There is to be no trial held, 
no evidence taken, no opportunity 
given the unfortunate proprietor 
to either present proof, plead per- 
sonal ignorance, or make repara- 
tion, Let any person, employee or 
correspondent, succeed in smug- 
gling into a paper what the sec- 
retary of state is pleased to repre- 
sent as a ‘‘questioning’’ of the 
policy of the government, or as 
tending to ‘‘detract from the unit- 
ed effort’’ of the public, and all 
processes of law are automatically 
suspended and the property may 
be wiped out at a word from the 
minister, without the hearing of 
evidence or the privilege of re- 
covery. 

It may be that the minister in- 
tends to do justice despite his 
power, but in that event why the 
power? Under the war measures 
act the government has, and has | 
had from the first, full authority 
to cause the suspension of any 
oublication guilty of cultivating

sentiment favorable to the enemy 
or of trying to prevent the em- 
ployment of the full power of the 
nation in the prosecution of the 
war. And this power has been ex- 


ercised. There has been no indica- 


tion that the law was not sufficient 
to the public ends to be served. 
There has been no outbreak of se- 
ditious propaganda which the 
ministers have found themselves 
unable to suppress by action in the 
courts. On the contrary, the min- 
isters have never utilized the law 
in the one direction in which it 
was most persistently and flag- 
rantly challenged to the positive 
division of the Canadian people 
and the certain weakening of their 
military effort; the ‘propagation 
of Nationalism in Quebec, and of 
hostility to Quebec in the other 
provinces. The new order, setting 
aside the law and the courts and 
taking the prosecuting, judicial 
and punitive powers all into the 
hands of the minister, is as clearly 
without necessity as it is without 
limitaton or regard for justce. 


The Channel Ports. 

The tone of the London papers 
conveys the unwelcome hint that 
it may not be possible to prevent 
the enemy driving through to the 
coast and capturing the channel 
ports. Winning the ports would 
not, of course, mean winning the 
war; but there is no disguising 
the fact that it would be a tremen- 
dous advantage to the foe. The 
number of men who have been sac- 
rificed in the last four years to 
hold the ports shows the import- 
ance attached to their possession 
by the British and Alied comman- 
ders. To discount the importance 
or their loss would be to condemn 
this sacrifice as wanton waste of 
life and man power. Calais and 
Dunkirk as bases would enable 
the enemy to dispute the control 
of the English channel with the 
British and Allied fleets, would 
immensely increase the range of 
his pirate craft, and would allow 


his air raiders to carry on opera- | 


tions against England on a scale 
not as yet possible, The ports are 
not lost yet, and may not be lost. 
But it is as well to recognize the 
suggestion that it may not be pos- 
sible to retain them, and to be thus 
prepared for the news if it should 
come. As between -holding the 
ports: and sacrificing the British 
army to hold them,.the loss of the 
ports would be by all means the 
less serious. 


The Situation. 

If to declare the Military Service 
act an ineffective measure for rais- 
ing reinforcements for the army 
was treason six months ago it is 
treason today. And if the critics 
who so characterized it then were 
interfering with the winning of 
the war Sir Robert Borden has 
usurped the position of interferer- 
in-chief by producing figures to 
prove that they were right then and 
that he is right in saying the same 
thing now. In token that they have 
somewhat recovered their common 
sense, and in absolute adinission 
of their former duplicity, of all 
the newspapers which six months 
ago proclaimed the enforcement of 
the act to be the only way to 
‘*back the boys at the front,’’ not 
one of them challeages Sir Rob- 
ert’s declaration that the act has 
been a failure. On the contrary, 
they are now condemning the act 
as heartily and as unanimously as 
they formerly praised it and de- 
nounced its critics for daring to 
suggest what they now affirm. Sir 
Robert says, and his newspaper 
friends agree, that the act failed 
to produce recruits in the required 
numbers, and in ‘proportion to the 
men available in the various dis- 
tricts, because the power to ex- 
empt was placed in the hands of 
local tribunals subject to the in- 
fluence of local sentiment, That is, 


of course, exactly what critics of | 
the act said when Sir Robert was | 


railroading it through a moribund 
and gagged parliament, for saying 
which men whose sons had died in 
Flanders were libelled and abused 
from one end of the country to 
the other as wanting in loyalty to 
the cause to which they had given 
this priceless sacrifice.

The city council has taken ac- 
tion locking to a reduction in the 
street railway deficit. While the 
ordinary fare has not been in- 
creased, the citizen must hereaf- 
ter pay for five rides at once in 
order to get the benefit of the 
five-cent rate, and must pay for 


them by the purchase of tickets) 


before he boards the car. Failing 
previous purchase of tickets he 
must either pay 7c for the single 
ride, or 6%ec each for four rides, 
buying four tickets for 25c on the 
ear. The former low rate for 
working men’s tickets is cut out, 
and the late night rate is doubled. 
Children under six are still free. 
Children over six and under fif- 
teen years, and high-school stu- 
dents, ride for half fare provided 
they purchase tickets in advance. 
Large parcels are charged at 5c, 
and baby carriages must pay 5c 
between the hours of 5 and 6.30 
p.m. Whatever else these changes 
in rates may do, their tendency 
will certainly be to reduce the 
amount of street railway travel, 
and, to that extent, make the sys- 
tem of less use to the citizens. 
Anything that tends to increase 
inconvenience or cost, must tend 
to reduce the use of the service, 
and, therefore, the revenue, 


There was a,time when the elec- 
tric street railway was assumed 
to hold a monopoly of quick and 
convenient city transportation. It 
will be recalled that during the 
strenuous municipal contest of 
1914 the argument was frequently 
and strongly put forward that it 
was unjust to burden the street 
railway system with depreciation 
charges while it was being kept 
up to standard by expenditures 
for betterment. This argument as- | 
sumed that the street railway had 
}such a monopoly of the city trans- 
|portation that those who did not 
jtake advantage of the accommo- 
dation it offered would have to 
walk, and that the street railway 
| management would be able to dic- 
tate to the public for all time. 
Since 1914 new conditions have 
been created in city transit, as 
well as in many other important 
matters. Today the street railways 
in all cities, whether under muni- 
cipal. or business control, are 
fighting for their lives. The gas 
buggy-in its various ferms, with 
its adaptability and low. capital 
cost is cutting the heart out of 
street railway profits. Instead of 
the electric railway being a dicta- 
;tor to the humble passenger, as to 
the city corporation, it has become 
the beggar, dependent on civic 
|legislation to protect it from le- 
gitimate competition in giving

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 

Editor The Bulletin. 

Sir: I have been requested to atate 
publicly my reasons for requesting eur 
government to abolish capital punish- 
ment in Canada,and in reply would say 
that the death penalty is in flagrant 
deflance of the Word of God as con- 
tained in both the Old and New Tes- 

.taments, a relic of barbarism and a 
rebellious usurpation of a power 
which customs cannot justify. 

‘The commandment “Thou shalt not 
kill" applies equally to tho state as 
to the individual, that imperative 
command issued amid the thunders 
of Sinal leaves no room for debate or 
doubt; it ts succinct, positive, direct, 
and came direct from the Father. The 
command is still there, old but ever 
new, immutable, imperishable, itn- 
eluctable, and leaves no space for 
quibbling or dissembling—"Thou shalt 
not kill.” 

In every country and etate where 
capital punishment hag been abolish- 
ed capital crimes have decreased and 
society can be just as well protected 
by sending our unfortunate criminals 
to penitentiary and putting them to 
some useful work and placing their 
earnings at the disposal of those 
whom he has deprived of a bread 
winner. This would be more humane 
than sending their unsaved souls into 
eternity. 

There is a superstition, older than 
history, that if you do something as 
bad to your enemy as he has done to 
you, you have squared things up, 
have balanced the account and are 
ready to appear before the throne of 
justice with clean hands. In primi- 
tive times the doctrine of an eye for 
an eye and a tooth for a tooth was 
recognized as sound religion, and was 
taught from the pulpit on alternate 
Sabbaths with the statement, ‘‘Venge- 
ance is mine: I will repay, saith the 
Lord.” Theoretically, we still belleve 
in the latter statement. We _ think 
that he who taketh the life of another 
will suffer in the next world, and we 
ere impatient with. the Lord's slow- 
ness; we desire to expedite matters, to 
help Him out, by sending the offender 
to his doom as quickly as can decently 
be done, So we hang him, This would 
be highly laudable, could we exhibit 
the badge of a divine deputy sheriff, 
but lacking this it ia mere meddling 
with the affairs of the Almighty and 
raises the question whether we are 
not collectively es criminal as the fel- 
low whom we hang. And if we an- 
alyze our feelings we are likely to 
find underneath a distorted idea of 
ourselves as administratorg of eternal 
justice, a large residum of that very 
feeling of revenge which is without 
reason, the relic of savage impulse 
and often differing little from the mo- 
tive of the murcerer himself.

PROTECTION FOR 
OITY GARDENERS 
Editor The Bulletin. 

Sir: Many gardeners in the city 
area were discouraged last year by the 
destructive incursions of chickens, 
which snolled the garden crops mate- 
rially. Others suffered worse through 
the unexpected visits of horses and 
cows, which in a short time did a last- 
ing damage to the young vegetable 

_ growth. It is possible, with the en- 
couragement of pig raising, that the 
anxious gardeners are to need more 
alertness than ever if they wish to 
profit by thelr labor and industry in 
the coming seasin, 

But the city 7athors have placed a 
by-law on the municipal constitution 
which cannot be toc twell advertised, 
that the owners «f chickens and catiie 
may understand that they must keep 
thelr live stock from trespassing on 
their neighbor's land. Buccessful 
prosecutions were effected in 1917; 
and as the by-law, which follows, ts 
#till in force, gardeners should lose no 
time in securing the protection it 
gives them, if chickens and live etock 
owners allow their poultry or animals 
to be at large. 

“By-law No. 80, 1917, Section 1.-— 
No pergon ehall suffer or permit any 
horse. mule, bull, steer, cow, goat, 
sheep, swine, or poultry, to run at 
large or pigeons to fly at large, within 
the limits of the city of Mdmonton.” 

Gardeners and live etock owners 
would do well to note this by-law, 
which is still in force,

The Cambrai Dispatch describes one! 
of the most dramatic and the most} 
| Controversial episodes of vhe war. A 
brilliant initial success on November) 
20, which seemed at one time to} 
promise far-reaching results, was soon | 
arrested. Some days of stubborn but 
inconclusive fighting followed, and 
then, at a point where attack and de- 
fence were both relatively weak, @ 
sudden adyance enabled the enemy to 
| seize poe done which made a yd og 
| part of our original gains untenable. 
|The struggle was protracted for an-| 
| other week, but by December 7 we} 
had withdrawn to the line which we! 
now hold. Sir Douglas Haig repeats 
j that the object in-view when the 
| Operations were undertaken was to 
achieve a local success by @ surprise) 
| attack at an unexpected point, The 
Cambrai sector offered special facili- 
| ties for such an enterprise, The ene- 
my had weakened his lines there, and 
the ground was favorable to secrecy 
in preparation ond suitable for the 
tanks, to which a chief part in the 
project was assigned. But the oppor- 
tunity wag fleeting. The enemy was 
laying out fresh defences, he had al- 
ready brought up troops from Russia, 
and it was certain that he would hah | 
up more, Though his own troops ha 
suffered much from the heavy fighting 
in the summer, and though all his 
losses had not been made good, Sir 
Douglas decided to seize the occasion 
which he discerned and to strike at 
once. Surprise was the essence of the 
Plan. It was calculated that large 
reinforcements could not reach the 
enemy for forty-eight hours, and it 
was hoped that within that time our 
plan would have been carried to a tri- 
umphant issue, The presence of the 
tanks made it possible to dispense 
with the artillery preparation which 
ugually gives warning of a coming 
attack. Tanks, infantry, and artillery 
were to work together in an attempt| 
to break through al) the enemy's lines 
on the first day. If this result was at- 
tained, cavalry were to follow and dis- 
organize his command behind the 
lines. The surprise appears to have 
been absolute, and the utmost credit 
{s due to Sir Douglas Hajig, to Sir Jul- 
jan Byng, and to their subordinates, 
both for the notion of using tanks to 
do the wire-cutting work of guns in 
@ surprise and for the way in which 
the secret wag kept. On November 
20, the tanks, behind aqvell of smoke, 
rolled across the Gernm&n trenches. 
The infantry came close after, and 
hunted the defenders out of their dug- 
outs. The advanced defences, the 
“impregnable’ Hindenburg line and 
the Hindenburg réserve line, fell one 
after the other, and by half-past ten 
our cavalry were on the move. 


They did not get far, and the actual 
course of their proceedings is by no 
mea clear from the dispatch. Sir 
Douglas Haig, with an old cavalry of- 
ficer's predilection for his own arm, 
thought it reasonable to hope that, 
without wire or prepared defences to 
hamper them, “masses of cavalry” 
might have passed through and 
wrought havoc to the enemy's com~-

munications in the rear. As a matter 
of fact, for one reason or another, 
only a single equadron of Canadians 


appears to have done anything con- 
siderable. A broken bridge and a 
“check at Flesquieres,”’ of which little 
{is told us, are assigned as the reasons 
why greater resulta were not attained. 
No great wrogress appears to have 
been made on the second day, and 
with it the forty-eight hours during 
which the Germans could not muster 
heavy reinforcements had elapsed. It 
Was now a questi n whether to con- 
tinue the fight or to withdraw from 
some valuable positions which had 
been carried by hand-to-hand fighting, 
and which {ft was aril! hoped might 
open the door to further successes’. 
To stand still was impossible, because 
certain of these positions were com- 
manded by others in enemy hands. 
Among these last was Bourlon Ridge. 
It wae obviously of great importance, 
commanding, as it did, a wide extent 
of German defences to the north, Sir 
Douglas determined to attack it, and 
the result was that, after five days of 
fierce fighting with changefu!l fort- 
unes, we held a strong position on the 
Hill and in the Wood. But we had 
lost the flanking position of Fontaine- 
Notre Dame, and we had not secured 
all the ground necessary to make our 
hold of the Bourlon Ridge secure. 
This brings the narrative to the 
closing days of November. On the 
last day of the month the Germans} 
attacked at two pointa, The dispatch 
| admits that in the more southern at- 
| tack at the north erd of he Bonavis| 
Ridge and in the Gonnelieu sector, | 
“the assault effected a complete locai 
surprise.” “The swiftness with which 
the advance of the enemy's infantry 
followed the opening of his bombard- 
ment appears to have overwhelmed | 
our troops, both in line and in imme- 
diate support, almost before they had| 
realized that the attack had begun.’’| 
The steadiness of the 29th division on 
the Masnieres front, worthy of their 
fame at Gallipoli, and the magnificent 
gallantry of the Guards, who came to 
the rescue about midday, averted fur- 
ther disaster, but the consequences of| 
this mishap remained sufficiently seri- 
ous. The main attack of the enemy 
between Fontaine-Notre Dame and 
Tadpole Copse had very different re- 
sults. The Germans came on wave 
after wave, as they had done in the 
firat battle of Ypres. Five principal 
attacks were delivered, and at une 
point no fewer than eleven waves in 
succession strove to break down the 
defence by sheer weight of numbers. 
The heroism of our men, who were 
eatiy outnumbered, was wonderful. 
@ 47th division, the London divi- 
sion who stormed the town of Loos 
in 1915. covered themselves with fresh 
laurels. A company of Fusiliers sent 
out a rear-guard, who held off the 
enemy's infantry while the main posi- 
tion was being organized, and all the 
men of the devoted band died fighting 
face to the foe.
